FIFTH IS ALLOWED: 
T0 STAGE PARADE 


Governor Receives Tele- 
gram From War Depart- 
ment That Atlanta’s Re- 
quest Has Been Granted. 


Fifth regiment will parade in 
Atlanta when the troop trains pass 
through en route ¢o the Mexitan border 

This was settled when Governor Nat 
E. Harris on Friday night received a 
telegram from General Wood, of the 
war department, stating that he would 
allow the troops to parade here, pro- 


schedule of movement of the troop 
trains. 

The governor had wired the federal 
department asking for the troops to 
Parade in Atlanta. This telegram came 
as the answer. , 

The troop trains are scheduled to 
reach Atlanta next Tuesday afternoon. 
The schedule calls for them to be in 
Atlanta for"an hour. General Harris, 
a son of the governor, who is command- 
ing officer of the Georgia militia, had 
already given his permission, providei 
the federal government did not object. 

Matter New Cleared Up. 

So the telegram from General Wood 
clears the entire matter up, and the 
Fifth, “Atlanta’s own,” will drill here 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

The Fifth regiment left Affanta for 
the mobilization camp, near Macon, 
Tuesday, June 27, shortly after the or- 
der ¢o mobilize came from Washington. 
Since that time thé boys have been in 
Macon and Atlanta has not had a 
chance to see the Fifth with the ex- 
ception of some of the boys who visit- 
ed Atlanta on furlough. 

In addition to the Fifth, the Gov- 
ernor’s Horse Guard and the field ‘thos- 
pital corps will also drill when the 
troops arrive in Atlanta. 

It is expected that the troop trains 
will leave Macon Tuesday about noon. 
That will put them in Aslanta at 4:30, 
which would make the parade about 
4:45 p. m. In case a delay would be 
necessary the troops will drill what- 
ever day the train may pass through 
Atlanta. 

Weed Gives Consent. 

On Thursday General Leonard Wood, 
of the war department, wired Genera] 
Walter A. Harris at Camp Harris, that 
it would’ be impossible for the boys of 
|the Fifth regimént to parade in Atlanta. 

Vv. H. K thaber, presideht of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, imme- 
diately got in touch with the editors 
of the three Atlanta papers, and they 
wired General Wood in the‘hope that 
something could be done. Thursday 
night Mr. Kriegshaber and the Atlanta 
editors communicated over the tele- 
phone with Senator Hoke Smith, who 
was in Indiana, and Senator Smith in 
turn communicated with Secretary of 
War Baker. Then Friday morning Mr. 
Kriegshaber had Congressman Schley 
Howard to send a telegram to the sec- 
retary of war, and also on Friday Gov- 
ernor Harris sent a telegram to Gen- 
eral Wood. All of this hurried com- 
munication brought about the desired 
result, and General Wood sent a tele- 
gram.to General Harris and one to

SAYS ANDY KING 


Asserts Attacks Never 
Take Place Where Ex- 
pected, But States He Had 
Visited Scene-of Thurs- 
day’s Battle. 


OFFICIALS ARE CALLED 
BEFORE GRAND JURORS 


King Declares Chief Mayo 
Would Have Charged Mob 
of Masked Men Simgle- 
Handed, if Necessary. 


Following the appearance of county 
and city police authorities before the 
grand jury yesterday afternoon, at 
which time the attack upqa the Eng- 
lish avenue street car Thursday night 
was thoroughly discussed, Andy ie 
chairman of the police commission, i8- 
sued a statement-in which he declared 
that the department had been doing 
everything in its power to preserve 
order, ang promised that @very effort 
would be made in the future to prevent 
such attacks. At the same time, how- 
ever, he emphasized the difficulty of 
the task. 

Andy King, Chief W. M. Mayo, of 
the Atlanta police, Sheriff Mangum 
and George Mathieson, chief of the 
county pplice, had been summoned be- 
fore the jury, which had met for the 
purpose of discussing the attack and 
passing on the cases of two alleged 
rioters arrested in connection with the 
fight. Owing to the fact that there 
was only a minority of the members 
of the grand jury present no official 
action was taken. 

Here is what ‘Andy King said: “I 
have informed the grand jury, inferm- 
ally, that we will do everything in our 
power to prevent a recurrence of 
Thursday night’s affair. Such attack, 
however, never takes place when and 
where we are looking for it.”

And then Mr. King paid his respects 
to the deputies of the Georgia Rall- 
way and Power company, who were on 
the street car, and hac a few words of 


praise for Chief Mayo. 

The deputies, he thought—there 
were only five of them, trolley offi- 
cials say—should have charged the 
forty or more.magked men, who were 
hidden in the English avenue school 
yard and captured some of them, so as 
to help the police put an end to riot- 
ing. Chief Mayo would have done this, 
single-handed, if necessary, he de- 
clared. 

“y think the deputies should have 
charged the crowd that fired upon the 
English avenue car,” he said. “They 
could greatly have aided us by attacX- 
ing and capturing a few of the men. 
By getting some we then would have 
a clue to the others. 

“TI wish that Chief Mayo could have 
been present when the car was attack- 
ed. I have confidence enough in his 
ability and bravery to know that he 
would have charged single-handed, -if 
necessary, into the darkness, and cap- 
tured at least some of the men doing 
the shooting, even at the risk of his 
own life.” 

Chief Mayo said that the grand fury 
had not indulged in any criticism of 
his policies as outlined to them when 
he was questioned at the informal 
meeting. ' 

“They had no suggestions to make, 
either,” said Chief Mayo, “but seemed 
to think that we are doing our best to 
prevent disorder.” 


QUESTIONED BY 


GRAND JURORS. 


Both Chairman King and Chief Mayo 
were asked what kind of protection 
they had arranged to furnish the street 
car company:on Friday night, follow- 
ing the mass. meeting of strikers and 
their sympathizers at the Auditorium. 

“Tl simply told them that we were 
working 200 policemen twelve hours 
for Friday night,” said Chairman King 

“I do not think the grand jury was 
criticising the police board or police 
force for Thursday night’s encounter 
on English avenue. It was one of those 
things that could not be helped. We 
were on the lookout for it, and I a-- 
companied Chief Mayo and Sherif 
Mangum to the English avenue 
school house at 7:30 o’clock’ Thurs- 
day night. At this hour every- 
thing was quiet, and not a human being 
was in sight. Those who fired upon 
the car, though, must have been hidden 
in ambush.” 


TWO MEN 
ARRESTED.

Aged Minister Had Prob- 
ably Married More Couples 
Than Any Other Preacher 


in History-of Atlanta. 


Dr. A. C. Ward, 63 years old, of 39 
Avon street, known in Atlanta as the 
‘marrying parson,” died Friday after- 
noon about 1:30 o'clock at his resi- 
dence. Dr. Ward had married hun- 
dreds of couples during his long serv- 
ice in the Baptist ministry, and had 
probably performed the marriage cere- 
mony in Atlanta oftener than any 
other minister in the history of the 
city. % : 

He was a graduate of Mercer uni- 
versit¥. He came to Atlanta about 
twenty years ago. He was a member 
‘of the Southern Baptist convention. 
For fifteen years he was pastor of 
Temple Baptist church, of Atlanta, and 
for six years, up until he resignea 
eleven months ago because of ill 
health, he was pastor of the Oakland 
City Baptist church. He had been in 
bad health for some time. 

Dr. Ward was a Shriner and was 
past grand master of the local lodge of 
Odd Fellows. 

The funeral will take place Sunday 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock at the Oak- 
land City Baptist church, and Dr. John 
F. Purser, pastor of the West End 
Baptist church, will officiate. Inter- 
ment will be at West View cemetery, 
and the Odd Fellows will have charge 
ef the ceremony at that place.

GERMAN U-BOATS SINK 
BRITISH TRANSPORTS 


The Crosshill and Sedek Sent 
to Bottom in the Medi- 
terranean. 


Berlin, October 20.—(Via Sayville.) 
The armed British transports Cross- 
hill and Sedek were sunk in the Medi- 
terranean by German submarines last 
week, says an official statement is- 
sued by the German admiralty. On 
October 16 a German submarine, it is 
added, shelled factories and the rail- 
road near Catanzaro in Calabria, Italy. 

The report, dated yesterday, says: 

“German submarines sank in the 
Mediterranean the following ships: Oc- 
tober 4, the empty British transport 
steamer Franconia, 18,150 tons; Octo- 
ber 11, the armed British transport 
steamer Crosshill, 5,000 tons, with 
horses and Serbian grooms; October 12, 
the armed British transport steamer 
Sedek, 4,600 tons, which was deeply 
laden. The Crosshill and Sedek were 
bound for Saloniki. 

“On October 16 a German submarine 
succesSfully shelled factories and rail- 
way works near Catanzaro, in Cala- 
bria.”’ 


The sinking of the transport Fran- 
conia, a former Cunard liner, was re- 
ported in an official statement issued by 
the British admiralty on October 5. The 
Franconia carried no troops and twelve 
of her crew of 302 were reported miss- 
ing. 

The British steamer Crosshill was 40: 
feet long and was built in Dumbarton 
in 1910. She was owned in Glasgow 
and was last reported as leaving Liv- 
erpool for an unnamed destination on 
September 20. 

The steamer Sedek, referred to in the 
official statement, probably is the Brit- 
ish steamer Sebek, of 4,601 gross tons, 
and owned in Liverpool. The Seb2x 
was built in West Hartlepool ingJl909 
and was 385 feet in length. 


Copenhagen, October 20.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The crew of the Swedish steam- 
ship Normandie landed today at Fred- 
erikshaven, the most northerly sea- 
port of Denmark. Their vessel was 
torpedoed and sunk by a German sub- 
marine. 

The Normandie was of 1,342 tons 
gross. She was 232 feet long, 35 feet 


beam and built in 1905. 

London, October 20.—The Swedish 
steamer Mercur has been sunk by a 
German submarine. The crew of fif- 
teen was taken to Skagen, Denmark, by 
the submarine. : 

A Swedish steamer Mercur, of 131 
tons, is owned in Stockholm and used 
for salvage work. A Swedish steamer 
Merkur of 150 tons is owned in Goth- 
enburg. 


London, October  20.—Lloyd’s an- 
nounces that the British steamer Peny- 
lan has been sunk. 

The Penylan ~measured 3,875 
tons and was 340 feet long.

LAND BANK SWINDLES 
ARE UP TO THE STATES 


Washington, October 20.—Promoters 
of fraudulent schemes for organizing 
joint stock land banks in the new rural 
credits system cannot be prosecuie:l 
under federal fraud and cons piracy law, 
according to an opinion givefi<he farm 
loan board today by Attorney General 
Gregory. He said the frauds appar- 
ently fell within the scope of state 


laws. 

The board has received many com- 
plaints of swindling and has given pub- 
lic notice that no charter would te 
issued for any bank in whose organi- 
zahion promotion expenses were paid. 
In order to correct a widespread im- 
pression that farmers can borrow o:: 
second mortgages under the new farm 
loan system, Herbert Quick, a member 
of the board, issued a statement today 
pointing out that the law expressly 
vrohibits acceptance of second mort- 


ages. 

“Under the law,” he said, ‘“‘no mort- 
gages can be accepted except first 
mortgages. It is the opinion, however, 
of many bankers and real estate me” 
over the country that where first mor .- 
gages are given with low interest rate

WITH MEXICAN BAND 


Fight in the Big Bend Dis- 
trict Lasted Forty-Five 
Minutes, According to Re- 
port to Gen. Funston. 

NO LOSSES SUFFERED 

BY AMERICAN TROOPS 


And Information Is Lack- 
ing in Regard to Loss 
Among Mexicans—Battle 
Occurred in Vicinity of 
San Jose. 


San Antonio, Texas, October 20.— 
American troops and Mexicans clashed 
rear San Jose, in the Big Bend country, 
yesterday afternoon, according to a re- 
port received by General Funston early 
tonight from Colonel Joseph Gaston, 
commander of the district. The fight 
lasted for 45 minutes. No losses were 
suffered by the Americans and infor- 
mation is lacking regarding loss among 


the Mexicans. 

Colorel Gaston’s report said that a 
band of about thirty Mexicans opened 
fire on a detachment composed of 
twenty-three men of the Sixth cav- 
alry and Texas guardsmen engaged in 


-|patrol duty between Presidio and Rui- 


dosa. Lieutenant Cudington, of the 
Texas troops, in command of the de- 
tachement, ordered -his men to return 
the fire. 

A vigorous exchange of shots con- 
tinued for 45 minutes, the Americans 
and Mexicans firing in skirmish for- 
mation from covered positions on 
either side of the Rio Grande. Infor- 
mation from Colonel Gaston did not 
indicate that the United States sol- 
diers crossed in pursuit of the Mexi- 
cans. After the fight Lieutenant Cud- 
ington returned to Ruidosa with his 
command 

Major A. V. P. Anderson, of the 
Sixth cavalry, and Colonel Riojos, com- 
mander of the Carranza garrison at 
Ojinaga, have gone to San Jose to in- 
vestigate the Incident. 


MEXICANS DRUNK, 
SAYS GEN. FUNSTON. 

Washington, October 20.—General 
Funston, reporting tonight on the cx- 
change of shots across the border at 
San Jose, said that late reports reach- 
ing him indicated the American troops 
were fired upon “by drunken Mexi- 
cans.” 

The dispatch made no mention of fir- 
ing by the American troops, and said 
there were no casualties on either side 
Officials here were inclined to attaca 
little significance to the incident, be- 
lieving that an irresponsible band has! 
blundered upon the detachment of 
Americans and had withdrawn after 
firing desultory shots. There was 
nothing in General Funston’s dispatch, 
it was said, to indicate a prolonged en- 
gagement, ‘

The cool, weather of Friday was 
only the forerunner of what Atlanta 
may expect in the next few days, ac- 
cording to the report of the weather 
man. <A cold wave with the mercury 
dropping rapidly is the prediction for 
Saturday and the following day or two. 

The first frost of the. year for this 
vicinity is predicted, with the possi- 
bility of more to follow. Heavy coats 
and fires will be the order of the day 
and will prove most comfortable. 

The cold wave is coming in from 
the northwest and is part of a general 
cold wave that is sweeping across the 
whole country from the north and from 
Texas. 

Not Below 40 Degrees. 

Though temperatures in the next 
twenty-four hours are expected to 
take a decidtéd drop the weather man 
is optimistic and predicts that the 
lowest reached will not be much below 
forty degrees. 

But to mitigate his prediction some- 
what he promises fair skies and plen- 
ty of sunshine which should tend to 
warm things up in the middle of the 
day. 

Friday the meroury began dropping 
early and all during the day it kept 
up this performance. By*6 a. m. it 
had registered 66 degrees; 8 o'clock 
showed it halted for a time at 63 de- 
grees; 10 o’clock brought a registra- 
tion of 68- degrees, showing a slight 
climb, Dut this was broken by noon 
when the official tube registered 57 


degrees. And by 2 p. m., what is usual-* 


ly one of-the warmest parts of tne 
day, the mercury had fallen to 54 de- 
grees and’ was still dropping. Along 
with this drop was_a chill wind that 
made the coal wave felt more than it 
would have otherwise. 

Fair Weather Today. 

The official report of the weather 
man reads: “Saturday fair with pro¢b- 
able frost.”- Much: lower temperatutes 
are also predicted. 

Early in« the’ morning Friday the 
mercury in Nashville began ‘to de- 
scend. Freezing weather is expected 
for most parts of that state today. in 
the northwest snow with freezing tem- 
peratures are reported. 

New Orléans ‘réported a fall of 18 
degrees in twelve hours, with low tem- 
peratures over Mississippi, Louisiana 
and northern Alabama. Mobile report- 
ed a drop of 15 degrees in a few 
hours. , Two to six inches of snow has 
been reported from parts of the north- 
west as far-south and east as Illinois. 
West of the Mississippi river the tem- 
peratures have shown a decided fall in 
many places, reporting below freezing.

“If we reglly want to bring peace 
for a generation them is no hope 
but to bring Germany and England to 
an understanding before Germany and 
Russia have made peace and formed an 
alliance. Neither the English nor the 
German people want this peace today, 
but they ought to want it, for once the 
new alliance is formed it will seek to 
crush the ambition of England for 
world power. 

“Some neutral groups in Europe Gre 
seeking to bring about this  under- 
standing between Germany and Eng- 
land. Yet real success can be expected 
only if the government of the Uniteg 
States undertakes this master work.”

The report was read by Thomas B. 
Felder, counsel for the committee. Tull 
C. Waters, chairman of the commit- 
tee, presided at the meeting, which 
numbered about 2.500 to 3,000, made 
up of strikers and their sympathizers. 

All three“of the daily newspapers 
were severely criticised by several 
speakers, it being charged that they 
had not dealt fairly with the strikers, 
and had not printed the news as the 
speakers thought that they should. - 

Urge Preservation of Order. 

All of the speakers insisted that the 
pyeservation of order and the discour- 
agement of riotous procedure by the 
strikers and their sympathizers was 
absolutely essential to winning the 
cause for which they were fighting. 

The speeci” of Edward McMorrow, vf 
Chicago, began with an account of the 
past dealings of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company with its employees, 
which he criticised as having been un- 
just in the extreme to the men, and 
ended with abuse of Atlanta and things 
Aktlantan generally. 

Mr. Felder, in the report which he 
read, said-the committee, in its inve3- 
tigations, had found that in forty-one 
other eities of America street railwiy 
employees were better paid and more 
fairly treated than they were in At*t- 
anta. Mr. McMorrow declared that of 
285 cities of which he had knewledge 
Atlanta was the worst in this respect 

William Pollard charged -that the 
Street car company had dogged his 
every movement with spies hired to get 
him into a physical difficulty, but that 
they had not succeeded and woulg nut 
succeed. ' In conclusion he urge@® the 
mén who had stood up as strikers, when 
called upon to do so by Mr. M¢Morrow, 
to use every weapon known to traie 
unionism of aggressive warfare to win 
the strike, but to keep within the law 

It was with great difficulty that the 
last speaker, W. Woods White, couid 
be heard, as a large part of the audi- 
ence began to leave. He finally succeed- 
ed in making a brief talk, urging the 
men to go straight to their homes from 
the Auditorium and not to participate 
in any demonstration that might co 
injury to their cause. 

Resolutions Are Passed. 

The following resolutions, offered by 
John J. Eagan at the close of the meet- 
ing, were unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, the city of Atlanta should 
know the truth; 

“Whegeas we, the citizens of Atlanta, 
the friends of both labor and capital, in 
mass meeting’ assembled, de@ire that the 
whole truth shall be known regarding the 
differences between the Georgia Railway 
and Power company and former employees; 

Whereas we believe that knowledge of 
the whole truth concerning the strike now 
on in the city of Atlanta will lead to 
a@speedy settlement of the strike, being 
confident that, if injustice has been done 
by the officials of the Georgia Railway and 
Power: company, the injustice has been 
due either to misunderstanding or ignorance 
of the facts, and not ‘to a desire of the 
officials of that company to tramp on the 
rights of their fellowmen; 

“Whereas more time is,needed for the 
gathering, digesting and tabulating of the 
facts involved in the strike; and, 

Whereas both in justice to the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company, to the 
city of Atlanta, from which the company 
holds its franchises, and to the public, the 
said company should co-operate in bring- 
ing out the whole truth with reference to 
its striking employees; be it 

“Resolved, That the committee of seven 
appointed by the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen and Enginemen, the Or- 
der of Railway Conductors and the mass 


and that said committee oe instructed to 
proceed with its investigation of the strike 
of the employees of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, which investigation 
Shall be as complete and:«thorough as, hu- 
man intelligence can make it, regardless 
of whom the facts shall hurt or help. 
“Resolved, That the Georgia Railway 
icnd Power company be urged to co-operate 
with the committee in ascertaining and 
compiling the facts concerning the dif- 
ferences between said company and its 
striking employees and that said company 
be invited to make any suggestions that 
will facilitate said investigation and in- 
sure the development of. the truth con- 
cerning the. company’s position and the 
protection of the company’s interests, said 


committee being hereby empowered to act 
with reference to any suggestion that may 
be so made. : 

“Resolved, That the committee in its 
discretion shall cali other mass meetings, 
from time to time, to report progress, 

“Resolved™ That we urge upon the sin- 
cere friends of both capital and labor that 
they use every effort to keep down any 
signs of lawlessness or disorder,’ which 
would serve only to hurt our city and to 
harm the cause for which we work. 

“Resolved, further, That the chairman 
of this meeting be instructed to deliver in 
person, either to H. M. Atkinson, chairman, 
or to Preston S. Arkwright, president of 
the Georgia Raiiway and Power company, 
or to both of them, a copy of these reso- 
lutions.,”’ .

stay with them. This is precisely what

medsure.” He told of the decentrali- 
gation of huge accumulations of money

“This is the first time since the be- 
ginning of the national banking sys- 
tem half a century ago,” Comptroller 
Williams: said, “that the farmer has 
been able to borrow on the security 
of his farm from any ,national bank. 
He added that there h been “a gen- 
eral collapse in fmterest charges in 
those sections of the country where 
the a®use was the greatest and a gen- 
eral disposition by banks in all seéc- 
tions to live within the law. 

Banks that had been charging on 
some loans up to 50 or 60 per cent 
were now ree pg the charges to the 
rates permitted by their state laws, 
the comptroller said.

London, October 20.—Extremely tur- 
bulent conditions in Athens on Wed- 
mesday night are reported in a dis- 
patch from Reuter’s correspondent at 
the Greek capital, sent that evening.

Berlin, October 20.—(By Sayville.)—

Le Parque wnich were captured by the 
British on October 18 were retaken yes- 
terday by German troops in an attack, 
eccording to the official statement is- 
sued today at the German army head- 


quarters. 

Attempts made by British detach- 
ments to advance Jast night north of 
Courcelette und east of Le Sars, the 
statement adds, failed. 

In the last great attack against the 
German position in the Somme region 
the British used several tanks and 
three of them were destroyed by the 
German artilery fire, the statement de- 
clares. 

The statement follows: 

“Western Theater: Army group of 
Crown Prince Rupprecht: During the 
rainy weather the mutual artillery duel 
on both sides of the Somme continued 
lively. 

“The largest part of the’ trenches 
west of the road between Eaucourt 
L’Abbaye and Le Barque, taken by the 
English on October 18, was captured 
by an attack. In the evening hours 
advances of English detachments north 
of Courcelette and east of Lesars 
failed. 

“As only now reported the English 
during the last great attack also used 
some of their much-trumpeted armored 
automobiles, or so-called tanks. Three 
of them are lying before our lines, hav- 
ing been destroyed by our artillery 
- fire.” 


FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Paris, October 20.—There was no in- 
fantry action last night on the French 
front in the Somme region, says the 
official statement issued this afternoon 
Iby the French war department, In 
Lorraine German surprise attacks 
against a French post in the region of 
Bezanges were repulsed. The text fol- 
lows: 

“Qn the Somme front there was no 
infantry action during the night. There 
was an artillery duel in the region of 
Sailly-Saillisel and in the Belloy and 
Berny sectors.

ITALIANS LOSE, 
AUSTRIANS CLAIM. 


Berlin, October 20.—(By Wireless.) -- 
The official statement, issued by the 
Austro-Hungarian general headquarters 
today on the operations in the Italian 
theater, says: 

“In the Pasubio sector, engagements 
continue. After protracted and heavy 
shelling yesterday the Italians attacked 
our positions north of the summit at 1 
o’clock in the aftternoon. There was 
again tenacious hand-to-hand fighting. 
Led by Brigade Colonel Allison’s First. 
Third and Fourth regiments of the em- 
peror’s Tyrolean rifles, we repulsed all 
attacks sanguinarily.

German troops yesterday stormed im- 
portant Russian positions with adjoin- 
ing lines on the west bank of the Rive: 
Narayuvka, in Galicia, and repulsed 
Sanguinarily counter attacks, says the 
German officials statement, issued to- 
day. The Germans capaured fourteen 
officers ahd 2,950 men and took 11 ma- 
chine guns. ° 

The statement says: 

“RKastern Theater: 
front: Several Russian counter at- 
tacks broke down with heavy losses 
in front of the positions which we had 
gained north of Sviniusky on the sStok- 
hod river. 

“Southwest of Svistelniki, on the 
west bank of the NarayuvkKa, German 
battalions stormed an important posi- 
tion on the heights with adjoining 
lines and sanguinarily repulsed attacks 
made to reconquer the lost ground. 
The enemy left fourteen officers and 
2,050 men and 11 machine guns in our 
hands. 

“Archduke Charles’ Front: In the 
southern part of the Carpathians for- 
est, which is covered with snow, the 
enemy was thrown from the summit of 
Mount Rusului.” 


GERMANS FAIL, 
RUSSIANS CLAIM. 


Petrograd, October. 20.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-Heavy fighting continues in Vol- 
hynia and Galicia. but no important 
changes are recorded in the official 
statement, issued here today. The 
struggle is severe north of Kiselin, on 
the front north of Lutsk. North of Ku- 
ropatnika the Germans are attaeking 
fiercely, but, the statement says, have 
Sained no success.

“North of the little town of Kiselin 
a Stubborn battle is proceeding.

Prison Magazine Urges In- 


mates to Forget They Are| 


Law Breakers and to Try 
to Act Like Gentlemen. 


Such gastronomic juggling as sword- 
swallowing ana such skillful feats of 
poise as the act of retaining peas on 
the knife, are to be taboo in the fed- 
eral prison dining room if a movement 
launched by a recent issue of “Good 
Words,” the prison publication, bears 
fruit in the proposed culture of table 
etiquette behind the bars. 

“Since the days of ancient Rome,” 
reads a part of the “Good Words” cam- 
paign, “eating has been considered an 
art by many individuals, and a few na- 
tions. Yet, students of history have 
never found any record of progress in 
this art among those within the walls 
of a prison. Upon the contrary, it is 
evident that table etiquette is on the 
decline during a prison term. This we 
state as an indisputable fact. We, our- 
selves, sometimes feel slipping down 
from the standards—although in no 
danger of going under the table. 

“As formerly, punishment was full 
of ‘pep’ and the articles of diet lim- 
ited in number and puzzling quality; 
there being quite often an utter lack 
of competing table-companions, it was 
natural that progress along this line 
was as slow as our molasses. But now, 
thanks to the educational idea becom- 
ing prevalent, special instruction is re- 
quired. 

“One of our reporters has collected 
data on the eaters which shows that 
there is urgent need of a gastronomic 
chair here. In certain forms of knife 
jugglery, obsolete if not primitive 
methods are still in use. As in the 
game of golf, so in eating, right in- 
struments are essential, not to mention 
ethical. 

“Rarely, however, while dining, do we 
observe acrobatics at EVERY table.”

SANITARIUM’S PLIGHT. 


The expected has happened in connec- 
tion with Georgia’s sanitarium for her in- 
sane. The trustees of the institution have 
not only been forced to close its doors to 
further patients except in imperative cases, 
such as those of violent patients, but they 
find themselves compelled to order the dis- 
charge from the institution of all patients 
not considered dangerous to society. These 
will be either returned to their families or 
the counties from which they were sent. 

Warning has been given time and again, 
almost for the last decade, that unless the 
state did something for the adequate care 
and maintenance of the insane, who have 
been sent to the sanitarium year after year 
in increasing numbers, it would soon be- 
come necessary for the institution to close 
its doors and receive no more patients at 
all except when vacancies were caused 
either by death or recovery. 

The legislature which has just adjourned 
was told the same thing. The sanitarium 
asked for $300,000 for new buildings, and 
was given $200,000. That was all right, 
although the appropriation will provide 
solely for present conditions and not for the 
future. This legislature, however, made no 
provision for the increased maintenance 
cost caused by rapidly ascending prices for 
practically every product which the institu- 
tion has to use. 

While it was not expected the new build- 
ings would be ready to take care of the 
situation for at least a year, the trustees 
had hoped they would be able to carry 
along the institution, even in its terribly 
overcrowded condition, until these buildings 
were completed. 

But they find now that they haye an- 
other serious difficulty to contend with in 
the extraordinary increase in the cost of 
provisions and other supplies; and in a com- 
munity of some 4,000 patients this makes a 
very serious difference. It is a condition 
which comes about as the result of mainte- 
nance appropriations made under the lower 
prices, and when prices materially increased 
the appropriations became insufficient to 
meet the bills. 

The situation which confronts the state 
with respect to the sanitarium is at least 
an unpleasant one. While not. violent or

| dangerous, many of these patients which 


the trustees will be compelled to return to 
the counties sending them there need just 
the quiet, orderly life and treatment they 
can get nowhere else except in the institu- 
tion itself. ‘They become a care to their 
families and their communities; and the 
state, threugh scant and niggardly appro- 
priations, ceases in part at least to perform 
its functions. 

There ig nothing that can be done about 
it now, nothing, perhaps, until the legisla- 
ture meets again next summer. But the sit- 
uation offers a lesson to the state. 


A GEORGIA PRODUCT. 


Dispatches from Thomasville state that 
J. B. Wright, a farmer of Grady county, has 
made remarkable success in the growing 
of a new variety of cotton known as Dix-a- 
Fifi, a long staple, upland cotton which sells 
at 20 cents a pound. 

There are two very interesting facts 
about this cotton it will be well for Georgia 
planters to know. One is it is a variety 
developed by the experts of the Georgia 
state board of entomology in the progress 
of their experiments in coping with boll 
weevil conditions; and the other is that it 
may definitely solve the problem presented 
by the prospective destruction in large 
measure of the Sea Island cotton industry 
as the result of the boll weevil invasion. 

Dix-a-Fifi cotton was originated by the 
Georgia board of entomology through the 
crossing of Egyptian cotton with a well- 
known and 8strongly resistant Georgia va- 
riety. The result has been through several 
years of experimentation and development 
the production of a long staple cotton which 
will grow anywhere in Georgia. It is pro- 
duced as well in the middle and northern 
sections as upon the seacoast; and while 
not quite so fine or long in staple as the 
well-known Sea Island variety, it possesses 
in marked degree the chief qualities which 
have made the Sea Island variety so desir- 
able and profitable. 

Possibly the most serious phase of the 
boll weevil problem now confronting Geor- 
gia is the fact that no variety of Sea Island 
cotton has yet been developed to meet boll 
weevil conditions. Experimentation and 
effort in that direction has been in progress 
for two or three years, and is still going on; 
but it is realized that once the boll weevil 
gets a foothold in the Sea Island territory, 
it will be extremely difficult, if not prac- 
tically impossible, to make this product in 
competition with it. 

Solution of the problem demands an 
early maturing, long staple variety, and this 
has not yet been achieved. It may come, but 
in the meantime the boll weevil is upon the 


\ 


very borders of the Sea Island district, and 


will certainly enter it another season. 

The results attained in Grady county 
with Dix-a-Fifi bringing 20 cents a pound 
may yet mean the solution of the long 
staple cotton industry, in the production of 
which Georgia has always led the world. 


A FINE PROSPERITY RECORD. 


The Houston Post says that this has 
been a wonder-working year for the farmers 
of Texas, and it is a matter of fact that all 
of Texas is blessed with prosperity. 

This, it is explained, is due to the fact 
that the farmers, at the beginning of the 
season, worked unitedly on a better busi- 
ness basis. “Very few of them had debts 
hanging over them from last year, and their 
running accounts for this year were kept 
at the lowest figures.” 

They carried out successfully a deter- 
mined campaign for a greater prosperity, 
against which “a ten months’ drouth and 
flood conditions in the valleys proved no 
obstacles.” 

Of their present prosperity and the 
bright outlook for the future, our Houston 
contemporary says: 


About the only men who seem ill at 

ease over the financial status are the 
money lenders. This will be one year 
when they will be able to charge few 
bonuses for 10 per cent money. There 
will be plenty of farmers around to put 
it out at 8 per cent where the security 
is good, and—for a wonder—there is go- 
ing to be some local money in the mar- 
ket at 6 per cent.

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Federal Reserve Bank System 
Will Be Jeopardized by Election 
Of Hughes, Declares McAdoo 


Secretary of the Treasury W. G. McAdoo 
delivered one of the most forceful speeches 
of the presidential campaign in Chicago last 
Thursday, in which he explained the great 
good that had been accompanished by the 
federal reserve bank system, and declared 
that, judging by the criticisms of the system 
by Hughes and other leaders of the republic- 
an party, it was their purpose to destroy 
the present system and establish a Wall 
street-controlled central bank if Hughes is 
elected. 

Of this, he said: 

Federal Reserve System at Stake. 

“The wonderful prosperity of this coun- 
try, aside from the preservation of peace, is 
due more to the creation of our new finan- 
cial system than to all other causes com- 
bined. Without the federal reserve banks 
it would be impossible to finance our phe- 
nomenal domestic business and foreign trade. 
Who gave the country this new financial 
system? President Wilson and the democrat- 
ic party, by the enactment of the federal 
reserve law on December 23, 1913. This 
law was forced through congress by the 
president and.the democratic party in the face 
of the combined opposition of the republican 
leaders and their allies, that small but pow- 
erful group of Wall street financiers who 
did not want their control over the credit 
resources of the country to be destroyed. 

“Our great business expansion, both do- 
mestic and foreign, could not have occurred 
without the enlarged financial resources pro- 
vided by the democratic federal reserve sys- 
tem. Business cannot grow and_ prosper 
without adequate credit facilities and effi- 
cient credit machinery. The federal reserve 
act has supplied both. For the first time in 
_our history business men know that they can 
get ample credit whenever they need it for 
wholesome and legitimate business; they 
know that these credits are now elastic and 
automatically responsive to the business 
needs of the country; they Know that they 
can now engage in business enterprises and 
undertakings with the certainty that essen- 
tial credit is available at all times and at 
lower rates of interest than ever before 
known; they know that they can go forward 
in the development of the business and re- 
sources of this country with confidence; they 
know that they no longer have to fear the 
annual fall stringency in money, the widely 
fluctuating and extortionate rates of interest 
and the deadly and paralyzing uncertainty as 
to whether credit could be had at any price 
and on any terms which characterized our 
financial system prior to the passage of the 
federal reserve act. 

‘More than all, they know that the credit 
resources of the country are no longer under 
the control of a small but powerful group 
in Wall street, who, prior to the passage of 
the federal reserve act, controlled and dis- 
pensed credit as they saw fit, favoring those 
whom they preferred, punishing those who 
had incurred their displeasure. The old sys- 
tem produced disastrous money stringencies 
every year at crop-saving time, with ruinous 
rates of interest, and precipitated upon Amer- 
ican business men and farmers incalculable 
and irretrievable losses. Worse than all, the 
old system, with its inelastic 
rigid limitations, caused appalling panics 
with periodical regularity that sapped the 
very business life of the nation, 

End Put to Pernicious Concentration, 

“Under the old republican currency and 
financial system the reserve money of the 
banks of the country was concentrated in a 
few great centers, principally New York 
city. The law expressly provided for such 
concentration. It was a pernicious system, 
because the small banks throughout the 
country were unable to get their money out 
of New York for the use of their own cus- 
tomers when trouble threatened or panics oc- 
curred. There is no small banker or busi- 
ness man in the land who has not suffered 
because of these panics, the most notorious 
and disastrous of which was the Roosevelt 
panic of 1907. It was necessary to break 
up this system, to organize and consolidate 
the credit resources of the country in such 
a way 
cur, and that manipulation and control of 
money by a small and powerful group of 
men should be forever destroyed. 

“The old republican financial system pro- 
vided an inelastic currency of fixed amount 
based upon government bonds, which did not 
expand or contract with the varying needs 
of business. Consequently business could 
not grow beyond the limits of the restricted 
currency and credit of the country. When- 
ever it exceeded these limits, business either 
had to stop growing or a panic resulted. 
Stoppage of business growth or restriction 
of natural development was always signal- 
ize@ by a panic or a period of hard times and 
serious money stringency. Business enter- 
prise and general development in this coun- 
try have always proceeded in cycles, with 
wide and disastrous fluctuations, and under 
such uncertain conditions that prudent men 
have always been afraid to make the large 
commitments and engagements’ through 
which alone healthful and wholesome devel- 
opment can proceed with confidence and suc- 
cess. There must at all times be a suffi- 
cient supply of certain and reliable credit 
at reasonable rates of interest, completely 
and automatically responsive to the genuine 
needs of business. With the assurance of 
such credit facilities, the genius of our people 
operating upon our wonderful natural re- 
sources has already established a stable pros- 
perity based upon sound principles and a de- 
gree of wealth never before dreamed of in 
the world. 

Faults of Old Financial System Overcome. 

“We have overcome the faults of the old 
republican financial system through the fed- 
eral reserve act. We have destroyed the 
concentration of bank reserves in the great 
financial centers and have distributed them 
throughout the country by establishing 
twelve federal reserve districts, in each of 
which we have located a great federal re- 
serve bank. Into each of these federal re- 
serve banks we have put the reserves of the 
national banks of each district. Each fed- 
eral reserve bank is under the control of 
local boards of directors, chosen by the banks 
of the district, and the United States gov- 
ernment. We have provided for an elastic 
system of currency and credit which will al- 
ways be sufficient for and automatically re- 
sponsive to the legitimate business needs of 
the country, because these credits are now 
based upon notes representing actual com- 
mercial transactions, or notes secured by live 
stock or the staple commodities of the farm, 
or upon agricultural transactions represent- 
ing the actual production and marketing of 
crops. 

“As the needs of these Zenuinely benefi- 
cial enterprises expand or contraet, curren- 
cy or credit expands or contracts with them. 
What a wonderful transformation this has 
made in the business of the country! There 
is now enough credit for legitimate busi- 
ness, big or little, as well as for the farmer 
who wants to fatten his cattle, produce his 
crop, or market his crop when it matures, 
Under the federal reserve system interest 
rates throughout the country have been re- 
duced and are becoming more and more: uni- 
form, so that the merchant or farmer in one 
part of the country with a thoroughly well- 
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ene of the army and navy of the United 


States. 
Dollar Displacing Pound as Exchange Medium. 

“This wise policy has already made dollar 
exchange known throughout’ the world and 
has largely displaced the pound sterling as 
the common medium of exchange for the 
world’s commerce. 

“These twelve federal reserve banks have 
given to the people of each of the twelve 
federal reserve districts an independent finan- 
cial organization of their own, supervised 
by the federal reserve board, a responsible 
government board at Washington, and as- 
sures to them control of their own affairs 
and a sufficiency and stability of credit at 
reasonable rates of interest throughout every 
month of the year. No longer are the peo- 
ple of these twelve federal reserve districts 
the financial vassals of a small and powerful 
group of Wall street men. 

“Now, what have Mr. Hughes and the re- 
publican party had to say about the fed- 
eral reserve system? Not a word of praise; 
not a single intimation of generous recogni- 
tion of a splendid piece of work well done; 
on the contrary, only petty and carping crit- 
icism. Mr. Hughes has, by implication, con- 
demned the federal reserve system. If elect- 
ed, does he intend to repeal it? I believe he 
does. I believe that he and the republican 
party intend to destroy the twelve federal 
reserve banks now established and to sub- 
stitute therefor one central bank located in 
Wall street, and to re-establish through that 
central bank the control by Wall street of 
the credits of the country. 

“This is a very vital question to the peo- 
ple of the United States. Can they afford 
to take this risk? Can they afford to make 
a change now which would mean a tremen- 
dous -business upheaval in the country and 
put in jeopardy the great prosperity which 
is now enriching the American people? Can 
they afford to be put back into bondage to 
Wall street? Would it not be a senseless 
thing for the American people to take:‘an un- 
necessary chance like that? What induce- 
ment is there to make this change? 

“Why do I say that Mr. Hughes and the 
republican party will establish a central 
bank if Mr. Hughes is elected? Because 
the republican party has always stood for 
Wall street and a central bank, and Wall 
street has always stood for the republican 
party and a central bank. ) 

Wall Street Dominates Republican Party. 

“Wall street has always dominated the 
republican party, and is supporting Mr. 
Hughes ey, today. We must judge Mr. 
Hughes and the republican party by their at- 
titude and actions, if we are to correctly 
appraise the future. Nearly every republic- 
an in the senate and in the house of repre- 
sentatives voted against and denounced the 
federal reserve act. Governor Willis, of Ohio, 
then a member of the house of representa- 
tives, said on December 22, 1913, the day the 
federal reserve act was passed, ‘I shall not 
Support this bill (the currency bill), Mr. 
Speaker, because it represents a rejuvena- 
tion and revivification of the ideas of infla- 
tion and unsound finance that were shot to 
death in the campaign of 1896.’ 

“senator Burton said in the senate on 
December 11, 1913, eleven days before the 
federal reserve act was passed: ‘From every 
standpoint the regional banks will prove dis- 
advantageous to this country... . . This 
system will cause a serious wrench in the 
banking system which has been built up with 
great care, the result of a process of evolu- 
tion in American business, and which, barring 
two or three defects, is as nearly perfect as 
any in the world. I emphatically deny that 
our banking system is defective in its gen- 
eral provisions; and the development of the 
country denies it.’ 

“Senator Root, on December 13, 1913, nine 
days before the passage of the federal re- 
Serve act, said: ‘] say that this bill pre- 
Sents the financial heresy twice repudiated 
by the people of the United States. I Say 
that the central reserve board, appointed un- 
der this bill, will .have to represent that 
very heresy. If this bill passes as it stands, 
America stands to lose all we have saved 
when Grant vetoed the inflation bill, all we 
saved when Grover Cleveland abolished the 
Silver purchase, all we saved when we elected 
McKinley, all the republicans, all the gold 
democrats, saved when they helped in the 
repudiation of the vital principle which has 
been put into this bill. 

“Every prediction of these republican 
leaders, ana of all the republican orators 
of the senate and house, hus been falsified 
by the actual fact of the successful establisn- 
ment and operation of the federal reserve 
banks, and the magnificent prosperity that 
has followed. They are all discredited 
prophets, and yet they are the same people 
who are now bellowing loudly that our pros- 
perity is oniy temporary and that it is built 
upon the sands, 

“The demand of Wall street for a single 
central bank is not dead; it is merely sleep- 
ing, and will be gratified if the republican 
party regains possession of the government. 

“With this great federal reserve system 
securely established and maintained, the 
prosperity of this country is founded upon an 
impregnable rock.”

Prominent Women 
Will Attend the First 
Social Service Congress 


The social service conference which will 
be held in Macon next week, October 27, 
28 and 29, will be attended by a large num- 
ber of prominent Georgia club women who 
will be in Macon during next week for ses- 
sions of the State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, and many of whom will remain over 
for the social welfare gathering which fol- 
lows immediately upon that meeting. 

The work of the women’s clubs and the 
social service movement are so closely al- 
lied as to be almost inseparable. More than 
forty state federations are working to pro- 
mote rural schools, and they are everywhere 
seeking to forward the cause of: universal 
peace. 

In no subject are the women of the gen- 
eral federation interested than in that of 
public health, for they believe sound health 
will tend to eliminate jails, poverty and most 
of the other ills from which society is suf- 
fering. In this connection they are seeking 
a stricter enforcement of the pure food laws; 
urging medical inspection in schools, the em- 
ployment of school nurses, and the estab- 
lishment of outdoor schools. 

These are only a few of the activities of 
the club women which are closely related 
to the work to be carried out through the 
formation of a statewide social service or- 
ganization which it is planned to establish at 
the Macon conference. The leaders in the 
coming conference, therefore, were especial- 
ly desirous that those attending the federa- 
tion meeting should remain over to take 
part in and receive the benefit of the social 
conference, as many questions of mutual in- 
terest will be dealt with. 


Pendulum Is Swinging 
To Real Estate Investments 


Editor Constitution: “The tide ebbs and 
flows’—“the pendulum swings both ways’’— 
“one extreme follows another” and “the dark- 
est hour is just before dawn” are old adages 
which have held good through the ages and 
hold good today.

The bill I introduced had the approval of 
the railroad commission, and finally the rail- 
roads agreed that the bill was just and rea- 
sonable and withdrew their opposition to it. 
and yet it failed of passage. l1 refer to this 
only to draw attention to the fact that we 
certainly ought to have in Georgia a law on 
this subject that would protect not only the 
lives of our people but the property of both 
the automobile owner and the railroad. 

The fact that there are now 50,000 auto- 
mobiles in Georgia and the number increasing 
every day should cause our law-makers to 
seriously consider the subject of a grade 
crossing law during the next session of the 
legislature.

Yerba Mate a Popular 
Beverage in Argentina

In Argentina, as well as in Various other 
South American countries, yerba mate—also 
known as Paraguayan téa—is the favorite 
beverage. It is made from the pulverized 
leaves of a species of South American holly, 
the Ilex Paraguayensis, and has the stimu- 


lating qualities of Chinese tea without any 


accompanying injurious effects. An idea 
of the popularity of this beverage in Argen- 
tina may be had from an item in the ecur- 
of the Bulletin of the Pan- 
American Union,>which states that according 
to official figures of the department of sta- 
tistics that country has imported during 
the last ten years from Paraguay and Brazil 
no less than 503,000 tons of yerba mate, val- 
ued at over $50,000,000. The annual con- 
sumption of the product has increased from 
about 13 pounds per inhabitant to nearly 18 
pounds, and it is estimated that in a few 
years the country will be importing over 
100,000 tons at a cost of $10,000,000 each 
year. In view of this increase in consump- 
tion the Argentine government is making 
vigorous efforts to increase the domestic 
culture and production of yerba mate in 
sections of the country adapted to its growth. 


Rice Culture in Argentina. 


When the Argentine government under- 
takes to make experiments in introducing 


alien agricultural products with the view 
of starting a new industry in the country it 
goes about the matter in a thorough and 
practical manner. An instance in point is 
noted in the current number of the Bulletin 
of the Pan-American Union relative to the 
The item states 
that the Argentine ministry of agriculture, 
in addition to buying large quantities of 
seed rice for distribution, has employed a 
Japanese expert to instruct growers who 
are experimenting in its culture. The most 
pronounced success, 80 far, has been achieved 
in the provinces of Tucuman, Salta and Ju- 
juy, where the crop for 1916 has yielded 
5,500,000 pounds 4s compared with a total 
of 500,000 pounds in 1915. That is a pretty

Difference Is Shown 
In Power of Judges 
Of Municipal Court 


That there is a decided distinction 
in the authority exercised by a judge 
of the Atlanta municipal court, de- 
pendent upon whether he is presiding 
in the Fulton or DeKalb county sec- 
tion of the court, was declared by the 
supreme court yestefday in a number 
of cases certified to it by the court 
of appeals.

Captain Rob- 
ert McB. Beck is now a regularly 
commissioned lieutenant colonel, hav- 
ing been detailed by the war depart- 
ment to the regiment which elected 
him, and the protest officially filed 
by the majors complaining of alleged 
activity and coercion by Colonel Or- 
ville H. Hall has been withdrawn. Ma- 
jor Catron, who has been held under 
tentative arrest at Camp Harris by or- 
der of Colonel Hall, will now be at 
liberty again, and the threatened court- 
martial of Major Catron will not be 
held. 

The official bureau of censorship of 
the governor’s department Friday is- 
sued only this statement in respect to 
the military muddle: “Commission for 
Captain Robert McB. Beck -nhas been 
issued and advices have been received 
that detail has been allowed. This 
closes up the matter.” 

The censorship did not announce it, 
but it is otherwise learned that the 
whole muddle—insofar as the Fifth 
regiment is concerned, at least—has 
been “amicably adjusted” and the little 
internal war has ended. 

Whether or not the efforts to obtain 
permission for the Fifth to parade in 
Atlanta when the movement from the 
camp to the border is started are to 
be successful, it is not yet Known. 
General Leonard Wood declined the re- 
quest, and Friday further request was 
made of him tv withdraw that ob- 
jection, but no further advices on the 
subject had been received from Gov- 
ernor’s Island as far as could be 
learned.

Other causes included a continuance of 
the Argentine drought, the assertion 
that only a third instead of a half of 
the threshing in Canada had . been 
done, and the fact that stocks in Great 
Britain were decreasing to a sefious 
extent. Action of the British govern- 
ment in commandeering all the Mani- 
toba wheat that private dealers had 
contracted for tended also to stimulate 
buying here until signs began to ap- 
wear that foreigners had temporarily. 
at least, to a considerable degree stop- 
ped following the upward movement of 
prices. 

Many holders seemed to have arriv- 
ed at the conclusion in the last half 
of the day that. the recent big ad- 
vances in the valte of wheat had per- 
haps discounted for the time being all 
the known bullish conditions. In this 
connection some adyices indicated that 
an increase of receipts was probable 
owing to the advanced prices. Rela- 
tive weakness late in the session was 
engendered also by rumors that the 
British government had forbidden gub- 
jects to speculate in the American 
wheat market. 

Corn futures jumped 5c a bushel at 
one time today and the market for im- 
mediate delivery reached the notably 
high level of $1 a bushel for No. 2 yel- 
low.
